AN ACT to amend the law as it appears in section twenty-four hundred twenty-seven

{2427) of the code, relating to evidence of illegal selling and keeping of intoxicating
liquors.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Evidence of illegal selling or keeping.  That the
law as it appears in section twenty-four hundred twenty-seven (2427)
of the code, be and the same is hereby amended by striking from
lines eleven (11) and twelve (12) thereof the following: “of any
person keeping a tavern, public eating house, grocery, or other place
of public resort”.
